On Saturday, January 11, 2003, Peter Pitsch of Intel met with Chris Libertelli,
Legal Advisor to Chairman Michael Powell regarding the above referenced proceedings.
Mr. Pitsch stressed the importance of fundamentally reforming the unbundling rules to
create strong incentives to deploy new last mile broadband facilities. He indicated that the
competitors should continue to get access to existing unbundled facilities but not new
packet based facilities. Thus, existing non packet loop capabilities over copper and hybrid
fiber/copper loop facilities would continue to be available to CLECs, including high
capacity UNEs, e.g., DS-1s, subject to Commission determinations with respect to
“impairment”. This approach would assure that the competitors continue to get what they
get today, but at the same time give all carriers the incentive to invest in new last mile
fiber and related broadband facilities where the incumbent local exchange carriers have
no unfair advantage and face actual and potential competition from cable modem service
providers. In the course of the discussion, he also discussed various policy arguments
already contained in previously filed pleadings in these proceedings. These pleadings are
summarized in the second attachment to this letter.
